WHISKEYTOWN, Calif. (UPL 
—President Kennedy today neared 
the end of his western tour which 
was beginning to produce first 
national reaction from the Repub­ 
lican leadership. 


He 
returned 
the 
Republican 
favor here today in northern Cali­ 
fornia where he dedicated the 
Whiskeytown Reservoir and dam, 
part of a large complex supply­ 
ing water for irrigation, produc­ 
tion of electric power, and fish, 
wildlife and recreational facilities 
in northern California. 


In Kennedy’s prepared speech, 
he noted that the federal govern­ 
ment from a beginning about 30 
years ago, had worked with Cali­ 
fornia in putting into operation a 
comprehensive plan for develop­ 
ment of the state’s water re­ 
sources. 


The President noted that under 
the Roosevelt and Truman admin- 
trations 
the 
m aster 
plan 
ad­ 
vanced. 
Then, 
he pointed out, 
“progress was interrupted.’’ This 
was a reference to the pow'er 
policies prevalent under the Ei­ 
senhower administration

The trip of the President be­ 
gan in Washington last Tuesday 
under a “non-political" label ap­ 
plied by the White House. The 
Kennedy staff, however, was too 
realistic to insist that the trip 
was not without its political tar­

ized in next year’s campaign.

a 16-year-old boy eager to run 
errands for gangland chiefs. 
His rise to the top received a 
setback in 
1934 when he was 
forced to flee the country to es­ 
cape prosecution for the murder 
of one Ferdinand Boccia. He re­ 
turned to Italy. 
Army intelligence witnesses told 
a Senate crim e committee in 1958 
that it was during the years prior 
to the World War ll that Geno­ 
vese became thick with the fas­ 
cists and “ lived it up” as pals 
with Mussolini while GI’s were 
dying in foxholes at Anzio. 
But as soon as the Americans 
broke through, he got a job with 
them as an interpreter — and on 
the side stole truckloads of Amer­ 
ican supplies for resale on the 
black market. 
He finally was caught by Amer­ 
ican intelligence agents and jail­ 
ed. It was then learned he was 
wanted in the United States for 
the Boccia m urder and was re­ 
turned. But the two key witnesses 
against him were killed, mysteri­ 
ously, although they were in po­ 
lice custody at the time. 
Genovese was released. Details 
of his activities for the next few 
years are sketchy. But he began 
lining up support of mostly small­ 
time gunmen who, for fear or am ­ 
bition, did his dirty work. He was 
preparing for the big take-over 
in 1957. 
The first m ajor move was on 
June 17, 1957 when Frank Scalise, 
a pal of both Frank Costello and 
Lucky Luciano, was cut down by 
gangland bullets as he munched a 
peach outside a Bronx grocery 
store. 
An earlier attem pt on the life 
of Costello had failed, but the 
warning was enough and Costello 
had been removed from Geno­ 
vese’s path to power. 
Finally, a pair of hoodlums in­ 
vaded a Manhattan hotel barber 
shop later that same year and 
shot underworld chieftain Albert 
Anastasia to death as he lay back 
in a chair, his face wrapped with 
a hot, steaming towel.

In matter-of-fact tones Valachi, 
a former “soldier” in the ranks 
of the criminal empire known as 
“Cosa Nostra,” laid bare for Sen­ 
ate investigators Friday the ex­ 
tent of that racketeer world. He 
resumes his testimony Tuesday 
morning. 
He told h o w narcotics baron 
Vito Genovese, “the boss of all 
bosses” in Cosa Nostra, could or­ 
der murder done even while in a 
federal prison cell. 
Valachi said Genovese passed 
the Cosa Nostra’s death sentence 
on him at a bizarre prison cell 
meeting by grabbing h i s hand 
and kissing it. 
One Bad Apple 
Just before that, he told the 
televised hearing, Genovese had 
remarked: “Sometimes you buy 
a barrel of apples and one of 
the apples is touched . . . that 
one has to be removed or it’ll 
touch the rest of the apples.” 
Valachi said that in a flare-up 
of defiance he kissed the hand 
of Genovese in return as a ges­ 
ture of disrespect. From then on, 
he said, he went in fear of his 
life. 
Valachi 
cited

death” confrontation as only one 
evidence of the crim e kingpin’s 
ruthless power.
